3. Claims 1-9 and 1 1-31 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest one or more of the limitations found in 
independent claims 1,11, and 20. Japanese Patent Publication 1 1-328343 to 
Taniguchi Yoshikuni and U.S. Patent No. 6,407,669 to Brown et al. both teach similar 
systems to that of the present application. However, with respect to independent claims 
1,11, and 20, Yoshikuni 1 1-328343 and the other prior art of record fails to teach or 
suggest an arm part, provided with a first pad part, a second pad part, and a conducting 
part for allowing conduction between the first pad part and the second pad part, being 
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collapsibly provided such that, when the arm part is collapsed, the other end of the loop 
antenna contacts the first pad part and the other antenna connection part of the 
communication circuit contacts the second pad part. Therefore, independent claims 1 , 
1 1 , and 20, as well as all dependent claims, are allowable over the prior art of record.
